My dear Congressman:

I have been informed by re-
liable and statistical authority
that our national taxes, levied
and collected by our city, state
and federal governments, are
now amounting to fifty-five
billion dollars or more a year
which is more than one-fourth
of the total income of the
nation. This is, in my opinion,
a rather disastrous attitude of
those chiefly '‘responsible  in
time to come.
